GRACE    CHURCH  AUDITORIUM. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Consistory  held  Monday  evening, 
Sept.,  5th,  a  meeting  of  the  congre- 
gation was  ordered  for  Thursday  even- 
ing, Sept  15th.  This  meeting  was 
announced  from  the  pulpit  Sabbath 
morning  and  evening  Sept,  11th, 
while  special  notices  were  also  issued 
by  the  pastor  and  sent  to  all  the 
members  of  the  church.  These  no- 
tices stated  that  business  of  special 
importance  would  come  before  the 
church  at  this  meeting.  The  time 
for  the  meeting  arrived  and  our 
hearts  were  rejoiced  to  see  so  many 
of  the  members  present.

ed for  action. 

Besolved,  "That  we  begin  the  erec- 
tion of  the  auditorium  next  season." 

After  a  few  moments  of  silent 
prayer,  this  resolution  was  put  be- 
fore the  church  and  was  adopted 
without  a  dissenting  voice.  The 
meeting  was  enthusiastic  and  harmo- 
nious. Every  one  felt  rejoiced  that 
there  was  such  unanimity  of  feeling 
and  expression  throughout  the  entire 
meeting.  While  it  is  true  that  the 
church  is  undertaking  a  great  work, 
we  feel  assured  that  it  is  entering  upon 
a  new  era  of  activity  and  prosperity. 

It  was  decided  also  at  this  meeting 
that  the  ladies  would  have  a  Bazar 
during  the  coming  Thanksgiving  sea- 
son.

These  committees  shall  have  power 
to  call  to  their  help  any  other  mem- 
bers of  the  church  they  may  need.

Now  then,  since  the  church  has  de- 
cided to  build,  let  every  member,  pray 
and  work  for  the  success  of  this  laud- 
able project.
